" I hereby give notice of my intention to ask for leave to 
make a motion for adjournment of the business of the Assembly 
for the purpose of discussing a definite matter of urgent public 
importance namely — 

" The Tahsildar of Andole taluq has attached the pro- 
perties of the villages-village Korepole, Andole taluq-for non- 
payment of Panchayat tax. The attached articles include hand- 
looms and articles pertaining to weaving. By law all the articles 
which are used in making a living cannot be attached. 

The said articles are to be auctioned tomorrow the 6th March 
1954. The villagers have represented to the Collector to return these 
articles as they cannot earn their livelihood without them. And 
they have represented to give time for payment. They also re- 
presented that no elections of Punch of any sort took place in the—* 
village at any time and the present Punch have lost the confidence 
of the whole village as they taxed villagers as they pleased. So 
they should be dismissed under the powers given to the Deputy 
Collector in this Act. But no action was taken. They also re- 
presented to the hon. Minister concerned, But nothing was 
done. 

If the articles are auctioned the weavers numbering about 100 
will be left without means of earning. So it is an urgent matter 
of public importance and should be discussed in the Assembly on 
5th March, 1954* "

Section 41 of the Madras Shops and Establishments Act reads 
as follows : 

Notice of dismissal. — 1. No employer shall dispense with 
the services of a person employed continuously for a period of not 
less than six months except for a reasonable cause and without 
giving such person at least one month's notice or wages in lieu of 
such notice, provided, however that such notice shall not be 
necessary where the services of such person are dispensed with on 
the charge of misconduct, supported by satisfactory evidence, 
recorded at an enquiry held for the purpose. 

2. The person employed shall have a right to appeal to 
such authorities and within such time as may be prescribed either 
on, the ground that there was no reasonable cause for dispensing 
with the services or on the ground that he had not been guilty of 
misconduct as held by the employer. 

^ 3. The decision of the appellate authority shall be final and 
binding on both the employer and the person employed.

ever-increasing financial crises and shrinking market, Government 
help be granted to the weavers. It, therefore, urges upon the Gov- 
ernment of Hyderabad to take the following steps immediately in 
this respect : — 

i. Financial aid in the form of loans be granted to indi- 
vidual weavers at the rate of Rs. ioo per loom through the pri- 
mary societies ; 

2. Primary societies be granted a loan amounting to four 
times their share capital ; 

3. The stock of the handloom cloth be purchased imme- 
diately by the Government on reasonable prices and in future 
order for 50% of the total cloth required by the Government be 
placed with the Primary Societies with the details of design and 
quality ; 

4. Yarn and Handloom cloth be exempted from the sales- 
tax . 

5. The weavers be exempted from all other Government 
taxes, i.e. house tax and professional tax, etc.; 

6. The existing price of the yarn be reduced by one-third ; 

7. The present Advisory Committee be suitably recon- 
stituted with the technical personnel in it ; 

8. Technical training centres be started for training the 
weavers in dying, bleaching, finishing and calendering ; 

9. The Central Government be requested to allot foil cess 
amount proportionate to the number of looms in the State. **.

(i) by giving guarantees to Scheduled Banks. 
(ii) from Reserve Bank, 

for yarn dealings and marketing of handloom products, 

3. The Government should purchase Handloom products 
from Weavers' Co-operatives and Khadi from certified producing 
concerns only to meet all its requirements ; 

4. Yarn and handloom products handled by the Weavers' 
Co-operatives be exempted from Sales-tax and arrears be waived. 

5. The Government should advise the Local Self Govern- 
ment bodies to exempt the weavers from the imposition of taxes 
such as House tax, Profession tax etc. 

6. The State Government should arrange yarn supplies to 
the Weavers' Co-operatives at concessional rates, from local mills 
as well as from the mills outside the State by approaching the 
Central Government ; 

7. The Present Advisory Committee may suitably be ex- 
panded by associating more technical personnel with it ; 

8. Preference for training should be given in the Technical 
Training Centres of Commerce & Industries Department to the 
nominees of Weavers' Co-operatives as well as training in Dyeing, 
bleaching and finishing be extended in the Centres ; 

9. (a) The Central Government be requested to revise the 
formula applied in determining the quota of each State from the 
Cess Fund and allot full amount due to the Hyderabad State ; 

(b) since Hyderabad is an undeveloped area in the Hand- 
loom industry the Central Government be requested to allot 
amounts from the Special Reserve Cess Fund earmarked for 
backward areas ; 

10. Audit fees payable by Weavers' Co-operatives 
waived and the Weavers' Co-operatives be exempted from pay- 
ment of Audit fees till the end of June 1957.

Ski V. B. Jk&ju, (Secuiulerabad— General): This resolution is & 
wry iflaporta&t one. 

If hon. Members wmildrecaH, test yeat this Assembly passed a 
resofetian recommending to the GbvttttimM of Itodia that r6serva- 
tiim sfecnAi be tnacfe in certain pr«*ucts exdus&ely for the hted-* 
loom industry. The present Resolution is a projection of the Step 
ot the approach that the Assembly took at that time. The mover 
llf $& ablution had very good intentions wh3b movifig it, hut 
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many a time a good case is spoiled by bad arguments. I wished 
that he levelled more cogent arguments keeping in view the in- 
dustry, — not the political parties that are formed here. I have 
found of late that partism is eclipsing many issues. Whether it 
is this party or that party-for the matter of that even the State, is 
for the people and the issues or the problems that confront the 
people should be solved b) this Assembly. The mover of the 
resolution did not try to place arguments supporting this industry 
in preference to large scale mill industry which is responsible for 
the annihilation of the handloom weaver. I am very glad for one 
thing, that the resolution has been moved from the other side. 
The left-particularly, the extreme left-which does not believe in 
cottage enterprise, in rural industrialisation, has at last come to see 
eye to eye with 

Shri Syed Akhtar Hussain : It is not correct. 

Shi V. B. Raju : I withdraw if it is not correct. At least, I 
find a change in the atmosphere that there is an endeavour from 
both sides to see a particular issue from a common point. I 
am glad about it and I hope that the same spirit will be maintained 
in tackling the other issues and that party symbols do not count 
very much. I am sure this side will reciprocate equally. If 
you want others to do good actions you must first start doing good 
things to yourselves. If I want that you should behave good, I 
should start behaving good myself. The responsibility of creat- 
ing a good atmosphere in the House depends on the Opj*ositidftv 
The Opposition should try te win over the ruling party to its point 
of view and the tactics that may be employed should be of such M 
nature that not only myself and people of my thinking but feadfars 
of my party also begin to think as you think. 

Anyhow, with this introduction I begin to analyse the probUm 
and explain that the handloom industry is passing through a 
crisis before our eyes. If we turn to the pages of tmmy t awfc 
things have happened in other sectors also. Let m $kft (Mfc ex- 
ample.

horse. That is how the changes have happened in the wfttt 
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development or in the development of the humanity also. In the 
same process, everybody knows how the industrial revolution 
in the west had hard hit the rural craftsman. It does not require 
much argument for conviction. India being an agricultural 
country, an undeveloped country, which is just in the process 
of industrialisation, is passing through a stage and how we adjust 
to this transition is the important point. I would only place certain 
facts and figures for the consideration of the House in respect 
of the employment question. I do not want to go into other cont- 
roversies. In India, there are about 453 spinning and weaving 
mills which employ more than 7,40,000 workers. That is a point 
of fact. The capital invested is about 104 crores of rupees. As 
against that, we have the cottage hand-loom industry where there 
are 28,00,000 (28 lakhs) of looms. At least 2 persons are necessary 
for running each loom. 

These 56 lakhs of people live on this cottage industry, 7 lakhs 
40 thousand industrial workers in textile mills versus 56 lakhs of 
people depending upon the handloom industry. That is the pro- 
blem before us : whether we should create full employment for 
these 7 lakhs 40 thousand workers or to these 56 lakhs of workers. 
When you see the production factor, these 7,40,000 workers em- 
loyed in the factories produce cloth to the extent of 4,500 million 
yards, or 450 crores of yards, whereas these 56 lakhs of cottage 
workers are estimated to produce not more than 150 crores of yards 
of cloth, ie., one-third ; One-third of the cloth produced by 
the mill workers, or 56 laldxs of workers produce one-third of the 
cloth produced by 7 lakhs 40 thousand mill workers. 

Now, the annual requirements of the country can be easily and 
fully met by increasing 50 thousand more workers in the large- 
scale sector. Then, what will happen to these 56 lakhs of work- 
ers ? They are not Jagirdars to get compensation or to have been 
in possessions of gold or silver. They do not have any other 
occupation* The only occupation open to them is to go for wage 
labour. That wage labour is not available today. People who 
have followed the census figures will find that already 70% of the 
population Uv€ on land, 10% on rural industries and 20% on 
community services. This is the broad division. That shows the 
land is already over-populated. When there is already pressure 
on land, we cannot expect this huge slice of the community to be 
diverted towards land. The only way that is open is to make 
them migrate to urban areas to puil Rikshaws. Rickhsaw-pulling 
is ja day-time profession. There are also professions of the nights, 
t&at is thieving. But we do not want to drive die cream of our 
society to the profession of the night and thus cut the roots of the 
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So, the problem is how to give employment to these 56 lakhs 
of people. The mill industry has grown in war-time, after the 
war and after independence also. No doubt it has been building 
up the prosperity of the country but the future is very dark. 
If I give some more facts and figures the Members of the House 
and even the people outside will agree that the same fate that the 
cottage industry or the handloom industry in India is faced or 
has undergone, has to be faced by the largescaie industry also, 
while competing with the fully developed textile industry of the 
West. Our worker here the mill-operative handles two ordinary 
looms in our mills. In Britain 4 to 6 ordinary looms are handled 
by each operative. Our immediate competitor is Britain, within 
the Commonwealth orbit. Next to that, you will find Japan, 
which is springing up again. The mill-operative there runs 48 
automatic looms, while our Indian operative runs only 2 ordinary 
looms ; in Japan a worker runs 48 automatic looms. The fourth 
country in the textile world is America* There the range is bet- 
ween 32 to 78 automatic looms, which each worker handles. 
That makes the whole difference in the cost of production. So 
there is very little like lihood of our cloth finding a good export 
market. The highest export we have seen during the past ten 
years was in 1950. We sent out 1333 million yards of cloth, but 
it fell down in 1952 to 856 million yards. That is, the export has 
fallen down and the hon. Members may recall that as there was 
less export and accumulation of stocks in the mills, the Govern- 
ment of India was perforce compelled to reduce the duties and 
give certain preferences to save the mills from being dosed 
Now, this picture will show that the cottage industry ie», the 
small fish will be devoured by the big fish, the large-scale indttstrjr 
of our country big fish will be devoured by a bigger fisfe* H&at 
is how the process of annihilation of the industrial potentiality of 
this country will take place, \ ? 

Now, how to save the situation ? That fa the problem; Is it 
by spoon-feeding, is it by charity that we can save the handlocte 
weaver ? Not at all. From Hyderabad, from Mysore horn 
Andhra, from Mardas, where the handloofia VeavetB ~ai» ill gpoil

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stands these two tests, if we could make the handloom industry 
stand to these two tests, I am sure it will survive, but it will not be 
saved by giving a charity of Rs. ioo to every weaver. I will tell 
you what will happen. The moment he has the money in his 
hand, what he will do is he will immediately call his son-in-law 
and feed him for two months. That is his nature. Because our 
present social demands are such, our social structure is such that 
we are victims to that. So, that being the case, we shall have to 
examine more rationally and then suggest a method which would 
be helpful for the building up of the industry. If we save the 
industry, the person is saved. Do not treat him individually. I 
am sure the hon. Members on the left will not say that the hand- 
loom industry should be left in its present stage. They are in 
favour of intensive collectivisation. They prefer^ collectivisation, 
not even of the corporate life, but a collective life, i.e., a rigid, 
homogeneous collective life. 

That being the case, I do not think they plead that the weavers 
shouldi be treated individually. Individually, he cannot compete 
with the mill industry. Individually, he cannot survive. The 
process is towards intensive mechanisation. Nobody can stop it. 
We can delay the progress. But in what form and in what manner 
this will happen, history alone can tell. That being the case, why 
our friends are saying something bad against co-operation. I am 
enable to understand. Is it because some X, Y or Z has formed 
the co-operative organisation, that we do not like it ? I want 
tangible reasons for the opposition. If the co-operative is not 
working well, let us rectify the mistakes. If the Primary Society 
is bad, we will rectify it. If the Central Society is bad, let us re- 
ctify it- What is the use of abusing the sun, because it does not 
Hght your cigarette? Let us have the full perspective and deal 
with that perspective. That being the case, I will only suggest for 
the consideration of the House, whether in handling the handloom 
industry proper justice has been done or not. I am not here to 
as^me to myself the position of a spokesman of Govern- 
i#entf s policy. I do not arrogate to myself that authority. I can 
oply say that the Government has done something. But I do not 
nwan to say that ^be Goye^nment has done all mat needs, to be 
done. I can only say that what has been done and I can. suggest 
what should be done. I think this is available in the amendment 
brought by -hon. Member from Rsyura. The Government of 
India has come forward to levy a three pies cess per rupee of mill- 
*$$de cloth. Out of the money they are making thus, they wilt 
j$Ye x6 lakhs to be spent in Hyderabad State. It is true that 
Jftjffcfcflf was not done. This is stated in the resoJutibn and I &% 
4$PH «$»* to gprtbs ,of the resolution, 
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The formula they have adopted was based on the yarn con- 
sumption in the State before decontrol or sometime ago was 
applied. What had happened to Hyderabad was, yarn was allowed 
only for 79 thousand looms. The yarns thus available was being 
used by 140 thousand looms. Because of a shortage of yam they 
supplied very little and for many reasons, even though we fought 
so much, we could not get the full quota. Secondly the mistake 
occurred in this respect, that while deducting for power looms 
they applied an uniform percentage for all over India. That is not 
correct as far as Hyderabad is concerned, There are not so many 
power looms in Hyderabad which could consume sufficient yarn. 
So applying an increased percentage for power looms and by 
taking only the yarn consumption of 79 thousand looms, we do not 
get our money^ in proportion to our loomage. What should have 
been the basis is the actual number of looms. Instead of that they 
have taken the basis of yarn consumed certain years ago. Thus 
we have been deprived of the legitimate share of finance. The 
Advisory Board put a request to the Government and the hon. 
Minister for Industries and Finance had written even a personal 
letter to the Minister for Industries in the Centre. But unfor- 
tunately for us they did not agree with our point of view. So I 
desire that this Assembly should express unequivocally that our 
full share of money must be given in proportion to the loomage 
that we have. On that point, there cannot be any difference. 

Then, about giving looms. Out of 16 lakhs of rupees this year, 
in the scheme that has been sent to the Central Advisory Board, 
only certain schemes were accepted and others have not yet been 
accepted. The accepted schemes include giving a loan of Rs*50 to 
the individual weaver towards share capital and for production 
purposes. Do not think that this has been done with a hureaeratic 
view* This is to see that the money is utilised for the industry 
and not for the individual desires, whims and fancies* This money 
has not been given to the Central Organisation, but it is being given 
through the Primary Societies. My collegue said that only 10% 
of the weavers have been given a loan> whi^h is not really attractive. 
Supposing for the sake of argument, I am prepared to pkee 10 
crores of rupees at the disposal of Shri Pa&den* Vasudev. Is he 
going to immediately upset the whole system and mecfe&i&e the 
whole cottage industry and see that the entire mill i&dustrp coi^ 
lapses. It cannot h& done* It is m a$e4ang system* This indus- 
try is iK>t only passing through & aim, btit m® a revolution. If 
one cares to know; i% we are gradually fotog from m individual to 
ail organisation a&d collective prMuctitm, If one cares to under- 
stand, a sehetoe was drawn % the Central Advisory Board and 
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State Advisory Board. Fortunately or unfortunately I happen 
to be a member of the State Advisory Board and also its Chairman. 
That is why, I have a dual responsiblity. I can say that we do not 
claim all the intelligence, nor do we accept all the mistakes. It 
was a long procedure that has been adopted in all the States. The 
Advisory Board need not contain only those who are born in a 
weaver's family. I can easily catch the sentiment behind the 
statement, but it is not correct. (Interruptions). 

You cannot say that only those in the profession for gener- 
ations can speak about it. We have passed a tenancy law and a 
Leprosy Bill. We were not Lepors. We talk of so many things 
and to understand the handloom industry it does not take a numb- 
er of years. Is it such a difficult task as all that ? I have been 
able to learn about the industry in three months. I can collect 
and submit better statistics a<nd show better methods than, my hon. 
collegue can show, who has been, brought up iit th*t. family. 

I can quote better statistics ; I can show better methods than 
my hon. friends opposite could. It is a question of interest that 
you take in a particular occupation. And so, that argument is not 
good and it is not consistent with the spirit of the resolution. 

In the resolution it is said that the Handloom Advisory Board 
should be reconstituted with technical personnel ; the aa^ienctatent 
to the resolution says that this Committee can be easily expanded 
by associating more technical personnel with it But we camwt 
point out that X or Y should be takes, into this Board* We never 
insisted on the hon. Minister for Industries that & certain X or Y 
should be taken. Some X was nomiia&ted by aqcident ; it is no- 
thing but sheer accident. So* do wt lay; so auupb, stress on th&t 
point. The Handloom Advisory Board fe not a problem. The 
problem is the large-scale fodustfy.. The question is whether you 
are going to follow the path that Gandhiji had shown us not ? If you, 
do not, ail this argument is a waste. We We to accept, fox some, time 
whether it is for xq years/ 15 years, ox aa $ears- that, there sjxouid be 
certain control and certain check m the expansion, of large-scale 
industry purely from the point o£ view of empkyment and not out 
of sentiment.

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Another important factor is the question of marketing of hand- 
loom cloth. The production costs are high and there is not that 
refinement in quality. Government is providing Rs. 3 lakhs as 
subsidy for selling the handloom cloth at lower rates. It has been 
decided that Dhoties should be sold at 1 \ annas less per rupee ; 
same is the case with shirting ; for sarees and for blouse pieces it is 
I anna less in the rupee ; and for 'rumals' it is fths of an anna in 
the rupee. That is, the weavers' organisations or the weavers* 
sales depots should sell the cloth at reduced rates and the loss sus- 
tained will be compensated. The compensation we have estimated is 
about 3 lakhs of rupees up to April this year. For the next year, we 
expect to subsidise to the extent of Rs. 5 lakhs. That means that 
if we sell 60^ lakhs of rupees worth of goods through organised 
depots, the difference in rates would be about Rs.5 lakhs. One of 
my friends has said that there is accumulation of Rs.25 or Rs.50 
lakhs worth of cloth. I want to know where it is accumulated. 
There is no organisation for sales or for any other purpose. If one 
cares to see the qloth that is produced, one\vill notice that it has to 
be improved in quality ; it has to be refined ; and calendering hat 
to be done. So much has to be done before it is produced. 
The resolution says that the Government should purchase 
the stock of cloth. Is it to be given to the M.L.As? To whom is 
the Government going to give the cloth or sell it. Even if Govern- 
ment purchases it, somebody should consume it. Everybody says 
about export market* It is a mere waste of time to talk of export 
market and of purchase by Government. Handloom cloth will not 
be purchased more in the urban areas. Handloom cloth must be 
purchased in rural areas where it is produced. The pity is that 
mill-made cloth is going into the rural areas. I am not an- 
xious that handloom cloth should go into the urban areas. What 
I am worried is that mill-made cloth is going into the rural areas 
and the wealth of the villagers is going into the towns and cities. 
One more fact is that all the workers of the handloom industry are 
moving into urban areas like Sholapur and Bombay thus disturbing 
the balance or equilibrium in urban areas where there is more po- 
pulation. 

I 

As far as the scheme submitted by the Advisory Board and aane* 
tioned by Government is concerned, I might say that Rs.650,000 
has been provided for 13,000 looms at the rate of Rs.50 per each 
loom for production purposes* This is towards increasing the 
share capital. The secoad thing is the provision of Rs. 3 laklm ae 
subsidy for under-rating or uncier-seitfog the handloom cloth. 
The third is Rs«*25 f ooo to be given as grant— not loan— for con- 
version of looms from shuttle to fly shuttle. One of the friends 
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from the opposition has said that it is not possible to convert into 
fly shuttle. I cannot understand why it is not possible. We have 
also provided Rs. 182,000 for two calendering machines, sanction 
tor which has not yet come to us. 

One of the opposition Members has said that a considerable 
amount is paid to the Members of the Advisory Board towards 
sitting fees. If any sitting fee is paid, it is only Rs. c . Even 
this Rs. 5 is paid from the normal budget funds of our Govern 
ment and not a single pie is taken from this fund. 

There is also a provision of Rs. 10,000 for publicity purposes 
i.e. for purchasing projectors and for showing certain films for 
introducing new designs and new types of manufacturing fof the 

These are the things that are being done and I thought the 
Members of this Assembly should have the benefit of the know! 
ledge of the scheme. At least now, we can all taEe interest in the 
scheme and suggest measures for improving it. 

Without taking any more time of the House, I can only sav in 
conclusion that the amendment that has been brought is an imlro-
